TRAINING FOR MARRIAGE 
There are many organizations en­ 
gaged in parent education. The one 
which aims to help co-ordinate all 
of them so as to work together most 
effectively is the National Council 
of Parent Education. Its director is 
Dr. Ralph P. Bridgeman. 
Any organization seeking advice 
on procedure or literature in regard 
to parent education can get it free 
by writing to Director Bridgeman. 
60 East Forty-second street, New 
York City. 
A member of this organization 
myself, I recently lunched with Dr. 
Bridgeman. when I asked him what 
the place of the schools of tomorrow' 
will be in parent education. His re­ 
ply. in part, was about like this: 
"Long ago the trades and profes­ 
sions in which a man earned his liv­ 
ing were learned through appren­ 
ticeship. . .Today apprenticeship has 
been displaced by vocational and 
personnel education in the schools. 
“In the past girls and boys (to a 
certain extent» have learned the arts 
and techniques of family life and 
parenthood in their own homes. But 
the home is becoming less and less 
effective as a means for learning 
these responsibilities. 
“Reasons: Fewer and fewer homes 


have children of different ages so 
that the older may learn by helping 
in the care of the younger, and the 
younger helping in the rare of their 
nieces and nephews.. .High schools 
keep young people away from home 
for long hours. Recreation is cen­ 
tered at some place outside the 
home. When young people get jobs 
they commute long distances, or 
even move into a distant city. 


Fam ily Life Changes. 


“Patterns of family life are chang­ 
ing rapidly from generation to gen­ 
eration. What was once an accept­ 
able way of caring for children, with 
growth of knowledge, has been su­ 
perseded by a better way. 
“Mothers want to do more things 
nowadays...having less time with 
their adolescent children... .Many 
parents nowadays are perplexed by 
changing standards and by the new 
difficulties under which they must 
bring up their children: uncertainty

an old age of bleak collision with a 
society dominated by youth. 
Even the leaders of youth move­ 
ments must grant that in time they 
and their followers will cease to be 
young. And there, really, you have 
the most cogent objection to the 
banding together of youth, as youth, 
for the attainment of ideals which 
they—thinking and acting admit­ 
tedly as young people—believe de­ 
sirable. That is the trouble with the 
Youth Movement: there is no fu­ 
ture in it. 
Here in New’ York you hear a lot 
of loose talk about youth being 
“for” this or “against” that. 
But 
if there is one thing sure about the 
human mind it is that it does not 
form its prejudices, react to its en­ 
vies and adjust its hates according 
to age groups. 
After the age of 
about sixteen boys and girls do not 
I even pick their heros out of a com- 
; mon, healthy callowness. 
Usually 
they pick them because of the in- 
| fluence, subtly or overtly exercised, 
i of some older person with whom 
they are in contact. They pick them, 
indeed, with about the same inde­ 
pendence 
the 
average 
American 
woman exercises when she retires 
into the little green booth to vote. 
You can't erect a philosophy or 
even build an intelligible “move- 
im ent’ on a social strata which is 
subject to constant and violent flux. 
The Youth Movement leader with 
silver hair and magisterial build is I 
only absurd and, although the ranks 
may be recruited anew from bur­ 
geoning hosts of fanatics, the cap- j 
tains and major-generals of any 
successful popular agitation must 
i stay in their jobs long enough to I 
learn them. 
Some of the same vulnerability j 
pesters the lads who espouse Com­ 
munism and its allied dogmas of j 
f organized envy. By the very nature i 
of their creed, they are unable to get : 
leaders w'ho remain on their side of 
the fence in the fabulous “class I 
w rr” of which they prate. As soon 
as a truck driver or banana vender 
with a mellow voice is raised to the 1 
leadership of the party and gets his 1 
paws into the party treasury, he be­ 
comes an economic royalist of the 
first water; and a faint note of in- 
sincerity as he bellows against the 
“haves”. 
Thus the folk wrho make prole­ 
tarian anti-success whoopee and the 
boys and girls of the youth move­ 
ments have failed, in the first case, 
to provide for the demoralizing ac­ 
cident of success in the case of their 
leaders; and, in the second case, the 
apostles of youth have failed to pro­ 
vide for the fairly inevitable onset 
of age. 
And both groups seek to 
parcel out the human race with an 
arbitrariness equally preposterous. 
Tomorrow; Back to Broadway.

CRAIN FEEDING TO COWS ON 
PASTURE IMPORTANT 
Lawrence county dairym en should 
w atch their pasture and cows close­ 
ly in order th a t feeding may be con­ 
tinued according to the cows’ needs. 
P asture grass in May and early 
June m ay be entirely different in 
feeding value th an the grass avail­ 
able for cows in m idsum m er. 
Early 
pasture grass is relatively high in 
protein 
but 
when 
bluegrass 
and 
o ther pasture grasses become more 
m ature the protein content is cut 
practically in half. 
T he am ount of 
grass available also is usually very 
m uch less and this condition m ust 
also be taken into consideration. 
W ith these changes in mind, the 
wise dairym an will plan his grain 
feeding 
accordingly. 
During 
the 
early pasture season with plenty of 
protein available, a lew protein grain 
m ixture (about 12 per cent» is sul- 
ficient. 
The 
m ain 
consideration 
then is to hold the flesh on the 
heavier producing cows. 
By m id­ 
season, howrever, the protein content 
of the grain m ixture should be step ­ 
ped up to 16 to 20 per cent, depend­ 
ing on the quality and quantity of 
grass available. 
The rate of feeding is one pound 
ot grain for each four to six pounds 
of milk to low testing cows and one 
pound of grain for each three to 
five pound» of milk to the higher 
testing cows. 
There can be no set 
rule for feeding grain on pasture 
because of the variation in quality 
and am ount of grass a cow can ob­ 
tain. 
If ever a dairym an needs to 
exercise good judgm ent in feeding 
grain this is the season. 
Spring-freshening cows th at are 
producing heavily should be w atch­ 
ed carefully. 
If they get down in 
flesh 
and 
production during the 
latter part of the pasture season 
they will go into fall production a t | 
a disadvantage and the cost of pro­ 
ducing milk will be increased m a­ 
terially. 
D airym en who have planted green 
feed, such as soybeans and sudan 
grass, are in a m uch better position j 
when their pastures get short. They j

can feed less grain, which in tu rn 
will m aterially reduce their cash 
outlay. 


GOOD SPACING HELFS STRAW­ 
BERRY GROWING 
Recent studies conducted by G. M. 
Darrow, of the United S tates De­ 
partm ent 
of 
Agriculture. 
have 
j brought out some interesting and 
valuable facts about growing straw ­ 
berries. 
For instance, he finds th at ru n ­ 
ner plants in the “m atted row” m ust 
be rath er widely spaced in order to 
give the largest yields. 
W here the 
plants were spaced 30, 4. 1.8, and 2-3 
of a plant to the square foot, the 
yields were respectively 42. 119, 131. 
and 99 bushel crates of m arketable 
fruit per acre. 
Not only the largest 
yields, but also the largest berries 
were obtained with the wider spac­ 
ing. 
Darrow also tested the keeping 
quality of the berries grown under 
crowded and well-spaced conditions. 
He found th a t after one day’s hold­ 
ing 26 per cent of th e berries from 
th e crowded plants showed some de­ 
cay, while only five per cent of the 
fruit from the well-spaoed plants 
was so affected. 
Plants which are not crowded de­ 
velop m ore leaves during th eir first 
growing 
season 
and 
show 
more 
leaves, m ore flowers, and more ber­ 
ries th e following spring. 
Applying these facts to straw berry 
culture in Pennsylvania, we may 
have to do m ore thinning out or 
cutting of runners in late sum m er, 
especially on very good soil and in 
good growing seasons, in order to 
prevent the runner plants from get­ 
ting thicker th an about six to nine 
inches apart. 
We should avoid injury to any of 
the early runners, since it has been 
shown th a t the earliest runners to 
take root are by far the most pro­ 
ductive th e next season. 
B earing in 
m ind 
these 
several 
points, it appears th a t the best way 
to grow straw berries is to set them 
out early in spring on a good fer­ 
tile soil, force strong growth early 
in the season in order to get a full 
row of plants as early as possible, 
and cut off all later runners after 
the row’ is full of plants spaced six 
to nine inches apart.

It does not pay to 
take chances. 
A strong, sturdy step-ladder is an 
essential piece of household equip­ 
m ent. 
For the long reach upward, 
take tim e to get the ladder and use 
it properly. 
Accidents may result 
when using the step-ladder unless 
the cross brace is securely pulled 
down. 
A nother precaution is to stand on 
the ladder so th at you work to­ 
ward the fro n t instead of sidewise. 
Reaching sidewise often unbalances 
the weight. 
All m em bers of the fam ily can 
cooperate in a safety cam paign in 
the home. 
Children, especially, can 
share responsibility by keeping their 
toys and playthings from the paths 
of travel. 
Good order and sys­ 


tem atic arrangem ent will do m uch 
to prevent accidents.

Proper

W here electricity is used 
| in the home, adequate switch facil­ 
ities prevent m any accidents.

DIP SHEEP FLOCKS TO KILL 
INFESTING TICKS 
Feeding 
high-priced 
grain 
to 
sheep ticks is an expensive practice, 
i Ticks not only reduce the vitality 
of the sheep but injure the quality 
I of the fleeces. 
T his condition can be avoided in 
the coming years by dipping flocks 
now. 
The sheep should be dipped 
i twice, the second operation follow­ 
ing the first in 15 to 20 days. 
The 
; second dipping is necessary to kill 
j ticks hatched after the first dipping. 
Any good com m ercial preparation 
will kill ticks if porperly used. 
A dipping vat is necessary. 
It 
usually is placed near the sheep 
b am where an adequate w ater sup- 
! ply is available. 
The m ast popular , 
tank is vertical on one e rd and slop­ 
ing on the o th er end. 
The sheep : 
can leave such a tank w ithout m uch 
assistance from the operator.

1)1 ST OR SPRAY' 
Black spot and mildew are a p ­ 
pearing in m any rose planting. 
If 
left unchecked these diseases are 
likely to cause defoliation by m id- 
August. 
Defoliation of roses not only re­ 
duces the bloom th e rest of the sum ­ 
m er but also weakens th e bushes 
and m akes them m uch more suscep­ 
tible to w inter injury. 
Both m il­ 
dew and black spot can be controlled 
by 
weekly 
application 
of 
fungi­ 
cides. 
Both dusting sulphur and 4-4-50 
bordeaux m ixture have been found ; 
effective in controlling these dis­ 
eases. 
P articu lar care should be 
used to spray or dust th e under 
sides of the leaves as well as th e j 
top. 
W here either disease is al- j 
ready present It m ay be necessary to i 
m ake two applications of dust a 
week. 


CULL SMALL BIRDS FROM 
PULLET FLOCK 
The rigid culling of the small and j 
undersized birds during this present 
growing season should accomplish 
two purposes. 
Such culling reduces 
losses in the first year of production 
and elim inates m any unprofitable 
pullets. 
Those “ru n ty ” pullets m ay 
be profitably disposed of as broilers. 
Ample feeding space helps m d e­ 
veloping a uniform flock of pullets. 
M ost of the chicks should be able 
to satisfy their appetites a t 
the 
sam e time. 
Early in the m orning 
there is a scram ble for the feeders. 
By th e middle of the hot forenoon 
the m ajority of the birds are rest­ 
ing in the shade rath er th an eating 
at the m ash feeders. 
This ch arac­ 
teristic of birds m akes it im perative 
th a t adequate feeding space be pro­ 
vided.

DETROIT, July 10—Salt, ordinary 
tam e salt, today is being incorporat­ 
ed into pills by m odern science in 
its battle against wholesale 
heat 
prostrations in some of the world's 
biggest factories here. 
W ith the hot sum m er weeks d u r­ 
ing July 
and 
August 
setting 
m, 
plants are depending on veritable 
m ountains of small salt pills to be 
taken w ith drinking w ater as their 
h eat antidote. 
Science does not claim credit for 
the latest use of salt. The custom 
is as old as the steel and diam ond 
mines in the B ritish empire, and 
m any American farm ers are said 
to have used the 
salt 
“cure” 
for 
generations. 
But science applied 
th e principles to m odern-day indus­ 
trial life and came up with ‘‘an old 
but new remedy for heat prostra- ! 
tion.” 
Pill Machines 
In one big autom obile plant here, 
Rbass containers loaded w ith 
the salt pills have been installed 
at every drinking fountain. The pill 
m achines work like any gum slot 
device with workmen merely press­ 
ing a push button at the bottom of 
the tube to release a pill. 
This com pany alone expects to 
use some 2.000.000 of the p ills‘this 
sum m er, perhaps m any more. 
The 
2,000,000 would be equivalent to a 
stack nearly four miles high if they 
could be placed on top of each o th ­ 
er The pills are about, the size of 
an ordinary headache tablet 
firm eniP]o>'‘s approxim ately j 
/0,000 men, and in the sum m er of 
1934 it reported as m any as 400 heat 


prostrations a day, resulting in the 
loss of thousands of dollars in wages 
and delays in production and en ­ 
tailing additional expenditures for 
medical care. 
Last sum m er the com pany began 
using the salt pills. In departm ents 
wh re tiie tablets were available 
as 
in the steel treatm ent and founder- I 
ms—-only four 
heat 
prostrations 
were reported when the tem pera­ 
ture reached 104 degrees, and on the 
i \ piage 
hot day the heat prostra- 
Mon toll was zero. Approximately 
300.000 of the salt pills were used 
then. 
Practice Grows 
This sum m er m arks the greatest 
use ot ih? tablets, and th eir use is 
spreading to other plants. The real 
hot w eather here does not. set in u n ­ 
til the middle of July, and in Aug­ 
ust. 
° 
W oikera can take the pills every 
tim e they get a drink of water, with 
benefit, and it is recommended th a t 
I they swallow at least four of the 
tablets a day. 
Nothing New 
Although Dr. M cClure was be­ 
lieved to be the first m an of m ed­ 
icine to prove the salt antidote the- j 
cry from scientific fact, he says it ! 
is by no m eans, a new thing. 
| 
“In certain steel mills in England | 
and in certain diam ond m ines in i 
South Africa.” he continues in a 
paper discussing the salt treatm ent, i 
j it has long been the custom for I 
workmen to eat a piece of salt pork 
with each glass of w ater they drink 
even though no one*seemed to have I 
a scientific explanation for it. 
In the early days of steam nav­ 
igation. an ailm ent known to sea- 
farers as stoker cram ps’ was com ­ 
mon. They gained relief by d rin k ­ 
ing a little sea w ater along 
with 
their regular w ater ration, but they 
apparently never questioned whv 
they gained relief.”
